CRESTVIEW, Fla. (UP!)—The 
first light of dawn revealed ap­ 
palling damage in this northwest 
Florida panhandle city that was 
slammed by a tornado and left in 
darkness during the night. 
At least w e person—an infant 
—was killed, 40 injured and 300 
were left homeless. 
Officials 
said 
possibly 
more 
victims would be found beneath 
the mountains of twisted debris. 
“We are starting two waves of 
people back into the area," said 
Okaloosa 
Sheriff 
Ray 
Wilson. 
“The first consists (rf National 
Guardsmen and the second of 
auxiliary people. They are going 
to make a methodical chack.’' 
Wilson said that so far as he 
knew this city of about 10,000 es 
caped with w ly the one death, 
but pointed out that there was no 
way of knowing what a search 
(rf the rubble would reveal. 
He estimated 300 to 500 persons 
fled their homes during the night, 
but again reminded that an accu­ 
rate nose count was impossible. 
A power failure caused by the 
tornado plunged the city 
into 
darkness and most of the rescue 
work had to Be done by flash­ 
light and other emergency light­ 
ing-

Clay 
added that he was “not conscious 
of any difference of opinion be­ 
tween the secretary of state and 
myself." 
Rusk has told his associates 
that there is no “basic pplicy dif­ 
ference" between Clay and him, 
hut has not issued any public 
statement.

acknowledged, 
however, that there has been con­ 
siderable friction between Wash­ 
ington and Clay over the process 
which 
requires 
Watson, 
before 
acting on some matters, to refer 
the matter to Washington by way 
of the American commander in 
Germany and Gen. Lauris Nor 
stad, the supreme commander of 
NATO. Washington insists that

Some U.S. officials believe the

Killing In 1935 
Rubirosa Questioned 
On Unsolved Murder 


New York (UPI*—Internation­ 
al playboy Porfirio Rubirosa rode 
to the district attorney’s office 
Friday in a chauffeur-driven Rolls 
Boyce to answer questions about 
an unsolved 1935 murder 
Rubirosa, who lost his diplomat­ 
ic immunity this week when he 
was fired as inspector of embas­ 
sies for the Dominican Republic, 
was questioned about the shoot­ 
ing in a Manhattan apartment of 
Sergio Benscome, a foe of the as­ 
sassinated Dominican dictator Ra­ 
fael Trujillo. Rubirosa, who has 
been married five times, was 
once Trujillo’s son- n-law. 
Rubirosa’g cousin, Luis de la 
Puente Rubirosa was a suspect in 
the slaying. 
After spending two hours and 45 
minutes 
with assistant district 
attorney. Alexander Herman, the 
51-year-old Rubirosa told report­ 
ers, “ As far as I’m concerned, 
the matter is finished. I could not 
tell them anything.'*

Tile President, ending a Palm 
Beach holiday which was subuded 
by the serious illness of hi* fa­ 
ther, flew back to Washington 
late Friday. Upon reaching the 


White House, he went into im­ 
mediate conference with Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk. Other 
important meetings are scheduled 
at the White House Sunday. 
The mid-morning meeting with 
Mills could be highly important 
to the 1962 Kennedy program. 
The veteran chairman exerts con­ 
siderable influence over hi* com­ 
mittee. Hie ways k means unit 
will have jurisdiction over Kenne­ 
dy's controversial medical care 
and tariff cutting proposals, as 
well as tax revision and the Pres­ 
ident's forthcoming plan to over­ 
haul federal welfare subsidies for 
the needy.
